London, May 25.—(1:35 p. m.)—Premier Lloyd-George, on an- 
nouncing in the house of commons today that more effective blows had 
been dealt against submarines in the last three weeks than during any 
corresponding period of the war paid a tribute to the assistance ren- 
dered by the American navy, saying : 


"We owes a veiy considerable debt of gratitude to the great 
American people for the effective assistance they have rendered and 
the craft they have placed at our disposal. Now that the American 
nation is in the war it is easier to make arrangements for the pro- 
tection of our merchant marine than it was before." 


The premier's statement on sub- 


marine warfare was altogether the 
most satisfactory heard in Eng- 
land in many months. 
'' It is much 
more difficult," he said, "for me 
to give a public answer on this 
than on any other topic. It is veiy 
difficult for me to give informa- 
tion without to a certain extent 
revealing tilings which we had 
better keep to ourselves. All I can 
say is that we are making substan- 
tial progress. 


"During the last three weeks 
or 
month we have dealt more effectively 
with submarines than during any cor- 
responding period of the war. 
This ia 
true of this week, as well as of tho 
preceding weeks. 
There is no doubt 
the effect will be made manifest in a 
considerable reduction of our shipping 
losses. 


"It is true we are not through with 
the month of May, but if the ratio of 
losses during the last twenty-five day.s 
is not exceeded then the reduction up- 
on April will be very considerable. In- 
deed, there does not seem to be any 
reason 
to anticipate any worse fig- 
ures in th ecoming week. 
The ar- 
rangements made for dealing wth sub' 
marines have been increasingly effi- 
cient." 


The premier then made his refer- 
ence to American assistance, 
which 
was loudlj^ cheered. 


Mr. L/loyd-George assei ted there was 
no danger to the qountry from star- 
vation, but that the utmost economy 
of foodstuffs was still essential. 


"The submarine menace need cause 
no fear that the war is going to be 
lost for that reason," he declared. 


"I «e® that today the Germans are 
depending mainly on submarine war- 
fare for success," 
said 
Mr. 
Lloyd- 
George. 


"All I can say is that if that i.s their 
main hope of success it is doomed to 
disappointment. 
I say it with a full 
sense of responsibility and on behalf 
of the government after a full consid- 
eration of the whole facts.

The Italians 
yesterday and the day before took a 
total of 10,245 px-isoners and much war 
material.

Is Much More Liberal Than 
Censorship Section of One 
Proposed Earlier. 


Washington, May 25.—Conferees on 
the espionage bill have drawn a so- 
called modified newspaper censorship 
section which will be brought before 
congress 
with the influence of the ad- 
ministration for inclusion in the pend- 
ing bill. 
It must be accepted by both 
houses to beconte part of the bill. 


The wording of the new section con- 
fines prohibited publication exclusively 
to military information and 
retains 
the provision that a jury shall decide 
whether published information is use- 
ful to the enemy. 
It is considered a 
much more liberal section than others 
previously proposed by the adminis- 
tration. 


The conferees also 
agreed on the 
senate amendment to empower 
the 
president to declare export embargoes. 
It is designed to prevent shipments of 
supplies 
to Germany 
through neu- 
trals. 
The agreements will be for- 
mally presented tomorrow.

Austrian official statements supple- 
menting 
the 
announcement 
from 
Rome indicate tiiat the Italian of- 
fensive in the Julian Alps and bn the 
Carso plateau is steadily growing in 
importance and extent. 


General Cadorna is apparently mak- 
ing a supreme effort for a decision and 
the brilliant successes he has already 
won have aroused high hopes. 


The Italian commander is apparent- 
ly following the Anglo-French tactics 
of striking mighty alternative blows 
at his enemy's flanks. The roar of his 
guns can already be heard in Triest 
but the wilderness of volcanic rocks 
and caves which lies between him and 
his goal makes a rapid advance, under 
the most favorable circumstances, a 
practical impossibility. 


The most advanced Italian posts are 
scarcely more than ten miles from the 
great Austrian naval base, but this 
distance is not to be compared with 
an equal extent In open country.

New York, May 25.—By a staff cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press just 
returned from Vienna.)—Central Eu- 
rope's food problems have, during re- 
cent 
months, 
been 
adversely 
in- 
fluenced 
by the fact that slowly the 
railroads ai-e losing their efficiency of 
the necessities. 


The war has made heavy demands 
upon the lines and it has beeen impos- 
sible to give trackage and rolling stock 
the care they require. 
For almost two 
years now the 
railroads have been 
neglected, and this 
and the 
heavy 
traffic due to the war has made the 
railroad system a 
mere shadow of 
what it was formerly. 


Tnicks ill Bad Condition. 


Ballasting ha.s been very indiffer- 
ently done by old men, boys, women 
and prisoners of war with the result 
that the wear on the ties has been 
unusually severe, a condition which in 
its turn has caused a rapid deteriora- 
tion of the rails and rolling stock. 
Lack of skilled labor has prevented 
tlie state and private railroads from 
keeping the rolling stock in good re- 
paii*. 
This compelled a lessening on 
the speed of trains. 
A reduction of 
carr>ing capacity of the 
roads re- 
sulted froih this. 
Locomotives especi- 
ally are in poor condition. 
In their 
case neglect was added to more and 
heavier service. 


It is vei-y doubtful whether in all 
*of Central Europe it would be possible 
today to find an engine capable of per- 
forming a service within 60 per cent 
of its former efficiency. 
It is especi- 
ally noticeable in cold weather when 
the steam, issuing from a 
hundred 
leaking joints, illustrates what per cent 
of power is derived 
from the coal 
burned. 


Wi-ecks Are Frequent. 


Hardly a week passes without some 
wreck. 
Most of- these occur to freight 
trains since the sweeping reductions 
in the speed of passenger trains were 
made last fall.

—The agrarian disorders, wholesale eonfiseatiou of property, incen- 
diarism and other dangerous symptoms of anarchy which followed 
the overthrow of the old authority in many important industrial cen- 
ters and agricultural districts of central and southern Russia, UV b ^ 
coming more serious, according to dispatches from various points in 
Bessarabia and Siberia. 


Yenizeisk, in central Siberia, 
reports that during the last three 
weeks thirty houses were burned 
and the population is in a condi^ 
tion of panic. 
The local council 
of workmen's and soldiers' depu- 
ties declared martial law, and all 
public institutions and officials 
are under the orders of a military 
dictator. 


According to a dispatch from Tsari- 
tyn in the government of Saratov, all 
authority has been overthrown in the 
city, which is completely in the hands 
of the peasants. 
The soldiers levied 
a contribution of 1,500,000 rubles for 
the increase of their pay and confis- 
cated ships on the Volga. 
A farm be- 
longing to Madame Bekmarmaretaba, 
in the Orel government was overrun 
by a mob of 20,000, who wrecked the 
place, doing 
damage 
amoimting to 
750,000 rubles. 


The latest reports from the IMinsk 
government state that the 
agrarian 
disorders have reached such a point 
that they threaten to completely ruin 
agriculture there. 
The public organ- 


izations are doing their best to show 
the peasants the foolishness of their 
actions. 
In one district all the wine 
cellars were sacked and the militia 
Itself is powerless to prevent drunltll 
riots. 
Public organization ^ n d 
mittees are striving to stem the tldn 
of anarchy which is sweeping many 
districts of Bessarabia. 
The Kishin^ 
peasants have dPiven their cattle onto 
fields where gi-ain was being reserved. 
Food conditions are particularly seri« 
ous in this part of Russia. The Fsk^lT 
district committee has decided that 
agricultural lands may be taken fre« 
of charge, and this has resulted In a 
general confiscation. 


Proclamations are being issued by 
the various local governments in an 
effort to prevent a state of anarchy 
•spreading to the thus-far law-abidin|r 
districts.

United States Grand Jury 
in Boston Alleges a 
Huge Monopoly. 


Boston, 
Mass., 
May 25.—Eighty- 
eight 
corporations 
and 
individuals 
were indicted by the federal grand jury 
here yesterday for conspiring to mo- 
nopolize interstate commerce in onioas. 


Among those indicted are six men 
from noi-theastern Indiana, a s follows: 


F. S. Ort, F. C. Ort and E. E. Gandy, 
of F. C. Orf & Co., Churubusco, Ind.; 
Elmer E. Gandy, of Churubusco, and 
A. B. Mosher, F. E. Kenner and L. A. 
Schi-ader, of the Columbia City Cold 
Storage company; Columbia City, Ind. 


The indictments, which wei'e return- 
ed a s a result of a nation-wide inquiry 
into the cost of food conducted last 
winter 
by 
United 
States 
Attorney 
George W. Anderson of this city, allege 
that the defendants divided the terri- 
tory of the country between them for 
the purpose of eliminating 
competi- 
tion; that maximum prices were fixed 
for the purchase of onions, and that 
the supply was hoarded in order to 
increase prices. 


Mr. Anderson estimated that the an- 
nual crop of onions amounted to 200,- 
000,000 
pounds, 
three-fourths 
of 
which, he said, was alleged to have 
been 
controlled by the defendants. 
In a statement outlining the case Mr. 
Anderson said: 


Illegal Control for Tliree Years. 
"The gist of the charge is that the 
defendants have maintained a national 
onion as.sociation, composed of large 
onion dealers who buy up a bulk of the 
onions of the northern i^tates during 
the summer and early fall, 
storing 
them in warehouses owned or con- 
trolled by the various members and 
putting fhem upon the market from 
September to April. 
The government 
charges that this association has had 
a donjinnting and illegal control of the 
onion trade for the last three years. 


"The government expects to show 
that as early a s September, 1916, at 
least 75 per cent of the j-ear's crop, 
then harvested, was in control of the 
members 
of 
this 
association. The 
headquarters of the association are at 
Kenton, O., where the regular annual 
meeting was held in .July. The August 
meeting was held at Springfield, Mass. 
Subsequent 
monthly 
meetings 
were 
held in other parts of the country. 


Confidential Reports Issued. 


"It is a part of the plan of this asso- 
iiation to have monthly meetings in 
rarious parts of the country so as to 
set as large an attendance as possible 
of members who might otherwise be 
reached only through the mails. 
After 
ihese monthly meetings the secretary 
Issues to the members printed "con- 
fidential 
reports" containing a sum- 
tnary or review 
of 
the amount of 
onions availa,ble in various producing 
sections, followed by such suggestions 
as: 
'The bulk of the onion crop is 
now in the hands of speculators, fully 
7 5 per cent of whom are members of 
this association.' 
'This report shows 
that the movement 
for the 
entire 
United States need be only eighty cars 
per day. The results rests with the 
membej\s, and by all means arrange to 
keep onions moving regularly.' 
'We 
should not fool ourselves and make 
this a fiticious value'market, but be 
sure of conditions and the key to the 
situation is to keep some moving all 
the time.' 


" F o r the 3 916 crop the producers 
probably received less than 2 cents per 
pound. 
In mid-v.inter many of these 
onions 
were 
sold 
to retailers and 
through them to consumers at 10'and 
15 cents a pound. 
It is claimed by tlie 
government that this tremendous mar- 
gin between the price accruing to the 
producer and the price paid by the con- 
sumer was largely due to the illegal 
cSontrol of the trade exercised by this 
aiSsociation."

the war is ended if the war shall be prolonged. 
At the outset it is of tremendous, moral import 
that all the people of the nation rally to the 
colors. In war all must serve. 


FOLLOW THE GOOD START. 


The weather has been anything but an en- 
couragement to the war gardeners, but there 
will be a better sort before long. The improve- 
ment of the last twenty-four hours doubtless 
is the harbinger of it. The things now in the 
ground will soon begin to sprout and the 
things not yet in the ground can soon be got 
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IN WAR ALL MUST SERVE. 


The nation is in a great war and the govern- 
ment must require th£ services of all who 
dwell under the protection of the flag. Of 
those best able to bear arms the government 
will require that service^ Of those best able 
to aid with money the government will re- 
quire that servico. In these two kinds of 
service there is the difSerenee that one is be- 
set with perils to life and the other merely 
trammeled with possible inconveniences of liv- 
ing. While there are those who must encoun- 
ter perils there should be no complaint among 
those who are required only to suffer certain 
hardships at home. The young men who are 
sent to the front seldom quarrel with their 
lot. 
Most of them go gladly to the battle, 
proud to serve and ready for the test of fire. 
>iot less ready and not less proud to serve 
jBhould they be whose service is of money. 
If the government seized it instead of borrow- 
ing it that would be a sacrifice, too, but not 
the supreme sacrifice. 


So, while the government is preparing to 
Bay to half a million young men, ''Come!" it 
saying to millions of other Americans, 
"Your money." It is the case now and it is 
likely to be the case throughout the war that 
the service of money the government requires 
will be no service of sacrifice. Most certainly 
that is the present case. The liberty loan 
bonds that the government is selling to the 
people can be taken without sacrifice and 
Avithout hardship. 
No one who buys these 
bonds Avill lose by it. They pay a good inter- 
est and they are as secure as a mortgage on 
land. Persons of ample means will invest in 
these bonds because they are the best sort of 
an investment, providing a place for their 
money to work that can give rise to no 
anxieties and of a character so permanent as 
to abate the question of future investment for 
a long term. There are millions, however, 
whose means are not such as to make liberty 
bond investments a mere matter of choosing. 
They will have to do some contriving for a 
few months in order to make payment on the 
bonds. But even those whose means are no 
more than daily earnings ^vill find that the 
purchase of bonds can be contrived by a lit- 
tle persevering management to that end. And 
when that has been contrived all of them will 
by that much be the better off, for what they 
have invested will be an interest-earning sav- 
ing of their money. What has gone into their 
bonds will produce them something so long 
as the investment remains. That will be for 
at least fifteen years and it may be for thirty 
years. If there should come any time of stress 
in which the money in the bonds should be 
required the bonds can be turned into cash as 
readily as an honest check. If only temporary 
use is desired of the money in the bonds, no 
better collateral for a loan exists than a gov- 
ernment bond. 


This service of money is an easy service for 
the wealthy and it is a ready and desirable 
service for all. There is not a regularly em- 
ployed man or woman in the country who can- 
not find the way to invest in at least one fifty- 
dollar bond. Two dollars will start the in- 
vestment in such a bond. Subsequent install- 
ments are such as any one of average regular 
income can meet. When the final payment has 
been made and ownership of the bond com- 
pleted, the investor will be that much ahead 
—-a saving that in a multitude of instances 
would not have been accomplished at all. 


Everybody can help the government in this 
service of money. The multi-millionaires, the 
great financial institutions and the giant cor- 
porations can and will invest altogether bil- 
lions in these bonds ; but the mass of the peo- 
ple also should invest in them. It is a bit that 
all can do and should do. It is little enough, 
if it is compared with what the strong young 
men of the nation are asked to do and are do- 
ing. It is a poor answer to the dictates of 
common sense to say that "bonds are for the 
rich, let the rich buy them." -The bonds are 
for everybody who can buy them, and they 
Are few, indeed, who cannot. The rich will 


America is going to produce a food crop 
this year that will assure an abundance at 
home and make all the old world's mouth 
water if we just keep going as well as we have 
begun. Wlueat may be somewhat 
short, 
though not short enough to justify any four 
dollars a bushel atrocities, but the corn crop 
is going to be a simple immensity if a decent 
break of luck is vouchsafed. As for other 
food crops, it is believed they will be double 
anything we ever have known if everybody 
does his proper bit on the soil. 


It is not yet too late to take to gardening 
if you have not already begun. There is ample 
time for the later crops and fall potatoes will 
be fine if got in the ground by the middle of 
June, The crops for storage next winter are 
going to count most—the potatoes, beets, caf)- 
bages and such like vegetables ,that can be 
kept throughout the winter.. Of course, every- 
thing that is raised this summer which will 
take the edge off demand for staples for 
which most of ils commonly go to the markets 
will help vastly in the saving of things over 
to the cold weather, but it is to the great and 
various harvest of storage foods that we must 
look for the help that is to do most for our- 
selves and our allies in the war. 


The government is preparing by means of 
new legislation and other expedients not only 
greatly to increase the production of food, but 
to promote the conservation of food, and 
above all, to give the people security against 
the criminal rapacities of the speculators and 
price-fixers. All is going well to the end that 
America shall continue to be well fed and if 
the people of the country will join to their 
efforts to increase production equally essential 
efforts to prevent waste of what is produced 
we shall not ourselves suffer want or permit 
those who are fighting on our side to suffer 
want. And,^if it should come about that an 
acceptable peace can be made we also shall 
have it in our power to greatly relieve the food 
stresses of those hapless peoples in the coun- 
tries against which we have been compelled 
to make war. 


In any event—prolongation of the war or 
an early peace—America will have need of 
every pound of foodstuffs she can produce, no 
matter what the volume. There cannot be too 
much. The greater the extent to which we 
labor for increase the better shall we and all 
the world be off.

One of every 20 men in the United 
States, between the ages of 21 and 30, 
according to the select service law, 
will be in the first 600.000 select ser- 
vice men to go into training Septem- 
ber 1. 


There are 10,000,000 men between 
these ages, war department officials 
say. 
All, except those already in the 
army, navy, marine or national guards, 
must register whether married or sin- 
gle, whether In government service or 
not. 


In -exemptions, after 
registration, 
married men with dependents will be 
excluded. Government employes, farm 
hands, munitions workers, will be ex- 
empt because of their work for the 
good of the government. 


The remainder whose work would 
not help the government directly will 
be examined for physical ability to 
serve. 


Of those passed as physically fit, the 
jury wheel will be used to select each 
district's quota of the 500,000 men to 
be in training by September 1, accord- 
ing to Secretary of War Baker. 


Immediately upon being chosen for 
service, the recruits will get a monthly 
allowance of $30, as privates. 
Those 
now getting 145 or more a month will 
have an increase of $6 pay, by the new 
law. 


When sent abroad for service, the 
men will receive 20 per cent additional 
a month. 


Thirty-two camps, each a city by it- 
self, will accommodate the first select 
service army, distributed throughout 
the country. 


Each department, of the six now 
making up the army, will have 2,000 
wood buildings, which will be built 
from the 6,000,000 feet of lumber the 
government has already ordered. 


The camps will be modern in every 
way and will be near cities where 
wholesome entertainment can be pro- 
vided. 


The war department plans to restore 
the rank of genei-al, and with it, lieu- 
tenant general. 
Grant was our last 
general, the highest rank since being 
major-general. 
One ranking lieuten- 
ant general is left. Nelson A. Miles, re- 
tired. 


The general will remain at Washing- 
ton, while the new lieutenant general 
may command the first expeditionary 
force of the United States to France. 


The state national guards will start 
intensive training by July 15 and will, 
soon after be transferred into federal 
service. 


The Ohio and West Virginia guards 
are the first to be called. 
They will 
total about 23,000.

are with the submarine lying, with its 
deadly torpedoes, concealed beneath 
the surface. 


Not only have the British, French, 
German and Turkish forces destroyed 
submarines, 
trawlers, 
patrol 
boats 
and transports by aircraft, but our 
own air forces have engaged In suc- 
cussful 
experiments 
in 
submarine 
hunting. 


In September. 1916. our first aerial 
coast patrol unit, acting as an auxil- 
iary to the mosquito squadron in the 
annual maneuvers of the Atlantic fleet, 
detected objects smaller than the latest 
type German submarines fi-Om 15 to 
20 feet below the surface. 
This unit 
has since been taken over bodily by 
the navy. 


When Lawrence Sperry went out to 
sea one day last summer In his hydro- 
plane and failed to return, two sea- 
planes and 
thi'^e naval 
destroyers 
wpre sent in search of him. In 40 min- 
utes the seaplanes returned with the 
news that they 
had 
located Sperry 
floating safely on the water.

The torpedo is divided into com- 
partments that screw into each other.

The next compartment is filled with 
compressed air which runs the motors 
in the following chamber.

The rear cone contains ordinary air, 
a gyroscope to keep the torpedo on a 
straight course, propeller shafts and 
gearings. 
The compressed air, which 
runs the torpedd, escapes at the end 
through the hollow propeller shafts. 
The screws turn in opposite direc- 
tion's. 
The rudders work up, down 
and sideways. 


When fired above water, as from the 
deck of a destroyer, a cannon tube, 
charged with about two pounds of 
powder is used.

One is by a shuttle tube inside 
the ship with muzzle fitted into the 
hull. 
The other way. used by battle- 


ships mostly, is a cradle fixed in the 
water at the side of the ship..

discharge, after the torpedo is fired, 
keeps the water from entering before 
the tube is locked. 


Every time a torpedo is fired, thè 
vessel launching it must stop its en- 
gines to insure accurate aim.

MEETS HIS FATE 


WITH CALMNESS 


Crime Was Sensational and 
Was Prompted Solely 
by Cupidity. 


Ossing, N. Y., May 25.—Dr. Arthur 
Warren Waite was executed at Sing 
Sing prison at 11:10 o'clock last night 
for the murder of his father-in-law, 
John E. Peck, of Grand Rapids, Mich. 


The young dentist walked 
calmly 
and with a firm step from.his cell to 
the death chamber, accompanied by 
the Rev. A. N. 
Peterson, 
protestant 
chaplain of the prison. 
He faltered, 
however, as he neared the electric 
chair, recovered quickly and nodded 
to the group of physicians, prison offi- 
cials and others who had assembled 
as witnesses.

DR. WAITE'S CRIME. 


New York, May 
2 5.—Dr. Arthur 
"Warren Waite, 
dentist and 
tennis 
player of repute, was convicted 
on 
June 1, 1916, of poisoning his wealthy 
father-in-lav/, John E. Peck, of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., at the sv.'iftest trial of 
a sensational murdej' case in this coun- 
ty in years. 
The crime is best ex- 
plained in tlie words of the distinct at- 
torney, Edward Swann, who told the 
jury: 
"The cause of- this deed was 
solely the desire for money. 
There 
•were no angry passions involved, no 
sex relation, no envy, hatred or malice; 
nothing but the purpose of obtaining 
easy money." 


The murder was exposed through a 
nij'sterious 
telegram 
signed 
"K. 
Adams" feent to Percy Peck at Grand 
Rapids, brother of Dr. Waite's wife, 
suggesting an autopsy 
and 
reading 
"suspicions aroused—demand 
autop- 
sy." 
The authorities took up the case 
and an autopsy showed Mr. Peck had 
died from arsenic poisoning. 


Dr. Waite confessed to the district 
attorney that he had bought arsenic 
three days before the death of his 
father-in-law on March 12, but said 
he had done so on request of the el- 
derly man who told him he wished to 
coirmit suicide, as he was despondent 
over the death of his wife, who died 
on January 30, twenty days after she 
had arrived at Dr. Waite's home here. 
To bear out this statement Dr. Waite 
tried to bribe a former negro servant 
to iestify that she knew of Mr. Peck's 
desire to commit suicide. 


As the evidence against him began 
to accumulate Dr. Waite made an un- 
successful attempt to kill himself by 
taking an overdose of drugs. 
I-'or sev- 
eral days he lay in a stupor hovering 
between life and death. 


It was brought out at the trial that 
a few hours after Dr. Waite married 
Miss Clara Peck he complained to her 
about the money settlement made on 
him. 
He had been promised $50.000, 
but his wife's father instead of giving 
him a lump sum, provided payments 
of 45300 monthly. 
Arrivir.g in this city 
the couple found awaiting them an ex- 
pensively furnished apartment, a gift 
of the 
murdered man. 
A gift 
of 
$3,000 was i-eceived from a maiden 
aunt of Mrs. Waite, a Miss Perk living 
at a hotel hei e. Dr. Waite urged Miss 
Peck to give him more money and 
subsequently the dentist got $.30,000 
from her which he said he would in- 
vest. 


On September 26. 1914, Dr. Waite 
invited his father-in-law to come from 
Grand Rapids to live with him here, 
and a few days after, the dentist be- 
gan a study of deadly germ diseases. 
He visited a specialist on bacteriology 
and bought many books on the sub- 
ject. 
About this time Di*. V/aite met 
Margaret 
Jlorton, afterward 
known 
as his "studio companion," and 
on 
January 10 when Mrs. Waite's parents 
arrived in this city. Dr. Waite and 
Mrs. Horton regi.stered at a fashion- 
able hotel 
as "W. A. 
Waltei-s and 
iv-ife." 


Dr. Waite obtained the arsenic on 
pretense that he wanted it to "kill 
:ats" and, on the night his father-in- 
law died, he sent a telegram in his 
tvife's name to her brother in Grand 
Rapids preparing him for his father's 
death. 
I-Ie made the announcement 
of Mr. Peck's death, undertook 
ar- 
rangements for embalming the body 
and urged its cremation, 
appearing 
particularly anxious to have the body 
cremated. 
Dr. Waite did not attend 
the funeral after the body had been 
shipped to Grand Rapids for burial, 
excusing his presence on pretense of 
having to perform an operation 
in 
New York, j^Jthough he was never a 
surgeon. 


The state charged that Dr. Waite 
offered $9,000 to the undertaker who 
had embalmed the body if he would 
-prepare a mixture containing a^'senic 
and declare it had been used in em- 
balming the body. 


Dr. Waite received the sentence of 
death with utter unconcern. 
Before 
he was condemned to death he said in 
court: 


"I only wish I had more than one 
body to give and I hope that my soul 
may go on and serve hereafter those 
whom I have injured." 


London, May 25.—Survivors of the 
torpedoed 
transport 
Transylvania, 
who are now in England, say that the 
vessel was struck by the first torpedo 
at 10 o'clock in the morning. 
The 
ship was greatly damaged, but the en- 
gines were uninjured and the captain 
tried to reach shore, several miles dis- 
tant, in the hope of beaching the ves- 
sel. A quarter of an hour later a sec- 
ond torpedo hit the engine room and 
tJie ship was brought to a standstill 
and began to settle. 


Explosions Kill Many. 


The first torpedo is believed to have 
killed a large number of men, while 
the second caused the death of most 
of them 
in 
the 
engine 
room and 
stokehold, 
wrecked 
the 
machinery, 
put 
otit the electric 
lights and 
tore 
away a large part ofthe side of the 
vessel. 
It also struck a loaded boat, 
blowing' it to pieces. 


All the boats were rapidly lowered, 
the nurses aboard 
embarking 
first. 
Th* soldiers, who were lined up on 
the deck, 
shouted 
jocular farewells 
and sang "Tipperary" and other songs. 
Destroyers raced to the rescue and 
worked energeticalty until crowded to 
capacity 
with 
survivors, 
many 
of 
w^hom were injured. 


Accounts of the rescue work differ. 
Some .say all who survived the explo- 
sion were saved and another account 
claims that owing to the lumpy sea 
and the 
dangerous 
position 
of the 
steamer a party of about 150 could 
not be rescued. 


Work of Torperlo Teniflc. 


All accounts indicate that the great 
bulk of the casualties was due to the 
explosion of the torpedoes and that 
none of the nurses were lost. 
The 
ship sank fifty minutes after a second 
torpedo struck her and ths survivors 
were landed at a port, where they were 
given 
a 
great 
reception. 
Captain 
Breuell, who 
jumped 
into 
the sea 
when the . decks 
of 
the 
ship were 
awash, was picked up in an exhausted 
condition and died in a hospital in an 
hour. 
One of the nurses says that the 
life boat in which she embarked was 
much overcrowded and, notwithstand- 
ing constant bailing, was soon full of 
water, owing to the rough sea. 
She 
was washed 
overboard, 
but swam 
back. The occupants of the boat v/ere 
rescued by a destroyer after two hours 
at sea. Some of the men swam ashore.

grand .iurv. 
The manslaughter indict- 
ments are-based on alleged criminal neg- 
ligence. It is charged the fire originated 
in barrels of scrap celluloid and motion 
picture films stored in the basement of j 
the building. 


The charge of manslaughter was made 
against Louis Sorensky, president of the 
Oxon 
Chemical 
company; 
William J 
Churchman, secretary-treasurer of the 
same 
company, and Virley R. T\udd, 
treasurer of the Indiana National Life in- 
surance company, owne" of the build- 
ing. 


Charges of violation of the state 
housing law were made against the 
Indiana National Life Insurance com- 
pany, the Oxon Chemical 
company, 
Kudd, Serensky and Churchman. 


John Monaghan, city cellar inspec- 
tor, was indicted, charged with neglect 
and misfeasance in office. 


Two indictments against the Indi- 
ana National Life Insurance company 
were returned, charging it with fail- 
ure to obtain a permit to convert a 
building into a tenement house and 
with permitting a tenement house to 
be occupied without a permit from the 
building inspector. 
The death of Dr. 
Martha Keller was made the basis of 
the manslaughter indictments.

peror Charles has democratic leanings 
and is consequently 
opposed to the 
junker ring in Berlin. 


A further and highly significant in- 
dication of the 
Austrian 
emperor's 
condition comes in the report that he 
has summoned Count Albert Apponyi 
and Count Julius Andrassy to an au- 
dience. 


Both men have been 
conspicuous 
for years as leaders of the liberal ele- 
ment in the empire and have been 
constant opponents 
of 
Count Tisza. 
Count Apponyi has delivered numer- 
ous lectures in the United States and 
Count Andrassy is credited with hav- 
ing a warm admiration for England 
and English institutions. 
He has for 
many years advocated universal suf- 
frage for Austria-Hungary and is also 
the father of a scheme for a world 
forum. 
No change of importance is 
reported from any of the other war 
theaters. 
The British are preparing 
for another drive in the Arras dis- 
trict, but bad weather may possibly 
delay the blow. 
In Russia Minister of 
War Kerensky is vigorously woiklng 
to restore the morale of the army and 
is reported to have met with consid- 
erable success. 
Presumably the de- 
moralization in Russia's fighting forces 
has forced a halt in the British cam- 
paign in Mesopotamia, as nothing has 
been heard from mat region for some 
time. 


The submarine situation was dealt 
with optimistically by Premier Lloyd 
George in the house of commons to- 
day. 
In the last three weeks, declared 
the premier, the submarines have been 
dealt more effectivel blows than during 
any corresponding period of the year. 
9p«akiner after mature 
consideration 
he was able to say that if the German's 
main reliance for winning the war was 
on the submarine they had made their 
worst miscalculation and were doomed 
to 
disappointment. 
He 
paid 
high 
tribute to the assistance of the United 
States navy in fighting the U-boats. 


That the condition of Russia's Cau- 
casus arnjy needs particular attention 
is indicated by a statement of Min- 
ister Kerensky at HeLsingfors.

From a Staf¥ Correspondent of 
the Associated Press, Grand Head- 
quarters of the Frcnch in France, 
May 24.—The first American com- 
batant corps went to the front to- 
day under Captain E. I. Tinkhani 
and Lieutenant Ccully, of Prince- 
ton. Captain Tinkham won the war 
cross at Verdun. 


It was a proud moment when 
the first detachment of the Ameri- 
can field service, con.sisting mainly 
of Cornell undergraduate.s, depart- 
ed for the Aisne battlefield. 


They were armed with carbines 
attired in khaki uniforms and 
drove American 
five-ton 
motor 
cars. As they left the Stars and 
Stripes floating over the canton- 
ment in an historic French forest 
spread out in the breeze and other 
contingents cheered them on their 
way. 


Clarence 
Mackay 
presented 
the 
camp with the American flag which 
now flies eside the tri-color. 
The cor- 
respondent of the 
Associated 
Press 
watched American sections drilling in 
preparation for active participation in 
the 
fighting. 
Among them were men 
from Andover, Dartmouth, 
Harvard, 
Johns Hopkins, 
Yale, Chicago and 
Williams college, while a large body 
from Princeton was awaiting organi- 
zation. 
Lieutenant Daley, captain of 
the football team of 1910, and Lieu- 
tenant Taylor, of New York, were busy 
putting one section into shape, while 
Lieutenant Kennedy superintended an- 
other. 


French officers and Lieutenant J. 
W. Ostheimer, of Philadelphia, who 
won his rank in tiie French army in 
which he enlisted at the outbreak, have 
been appointed 
insti-uctors of 
the 
Americans at 
the central 
training 
school. 
Some sections are drilled ac- 
cording to the French method 
and 
others according to the American. 


All officers attached to the corps 
expressed the utmost satisfaction with 
the men, who display readiness to per- 
form any task. 
They are all strong 
young men, many of them civil en^ 
gineers, and they show an adaptibility 
to meet any circumstances. 


Most of tiiem intended to serve with 
the American 
ambulance, but 
se- 
lected 
the 
fighting 
corps after 
the 
United States decided to enter 
the 
war. 
They have all been undergoing 
some of the hardships of campaign- 
ing, sleeping in tents in the forest en- 
campment, but they know that this 
war is no parade and entails the hard- 
est and most trying 
work day and 
night 
with 
many privations. 
The 
military fashion of taking meals in 
France has been somewhat changed 
to meet the requirements of the Amer- 
icans. 
Breakfast, which is scanty for 
the Frenchmen, has been augmented 
and the hours of other repasts have 
been modified. 


A French officer of high grade told 
the correspondent that the arrival of 
the Americans was greatly appreci- 
ated and that he was confident that 
they would render an immense serv- 
ice to the allies.

IS THE FIRM BELIEF OF HVE MILLIONS IN AMERICA

New York, May 25.—World hate is 
Blowly but surely killing the German 
kaiser and his "destruction" is only a 
matter of time, according to the be- 
lief of the 
members of 
the 
New 
Thought bureau, backed by 5,000,000 
followers in America. 


James E. Dodds, leader of the bu- 
reau, told me today New Thought be- 
lievers hold it is possible for mental 
antagonism to produce a physical ef- 
fect upon the kaiser as the personifi- 
cation of German autocracy. 


They see in his reported whitened 
hair indication that world hate 
al- 
ready is bearing him down. 


Repeated reports from Germany say 
the kaiser is breaking down physically 
under the "strain of the war."

million people in the United States be- 
lieve In creative thought—that 
they 
can create things by the use of thought. 
We know that v/hen a person sets up 
an ideal and concentrates thought up- 
on its attainment he will attain It. 


"If the thought of millions of peo- 
ple is concentrated upon ridding the 
world of German autocracy and of the 
Hohenzollern dynasty, 
is there any 
reason why that creative thought can- 
not accomplish Its purpose? 


"In my opinion these thought waves, 
radiated through space, have affected 
the kaiser. 


"They have done so In this way: 
the kaiser's idea has been to rule or 
anyway, control the world. An egotism 
as large and determined as the kaiser's 
Is bound to crush Its own purpose in 
life. Just as a boomerang will surely 
come back to Its manipulator. 


"The kaiser has radiated hate for 
the non-Germanic world; he has called 
upon his God to 
aid him in over- 
throwing his enemies. 
In doing so, he 
has attracted to himself the hate of 
the world. 
Like 
creates like 
and 
draws it to itself. 


"World-hate toward the kaiser Is 
the 
natural result 
of the 
kaiser's 
hatred toward the rest of the world, 
and of his self-love, self-aggrrandize- 
ment. and egotism."

LOAVES OF BREAD FOR EACH PERSON IN THE UNITED STATES 


Right from the Farm Comes 
Information That Winter 
Wheat Deficit Will Be 
Made Up With About 65 
Million Bushels tq Spare. 


(By E. O. RODGEUIS.) 


(Editor St. Paul Rural Weekly.) 
St. Paul. Minn., May 25.—The far- 
mers of the northwest have heard their 
country's call and answered It. 


They will grow 
seventeen billion 
loaves of bread this year. 


After 
thorough Investigation 
of 
acreage sown; 
after several 
trips 
through the big wheat producing sec- 
tions, and from 
reports of reliable 
crop correspondents 
I predict 
the 
northwest will grow this year: 


Three hundred million bushels of 
spi-ing wheat, the best 
flour 
wheat 
grown in America. 
That as against 
120,000,000 bushels last year. 


Three hundred million bushels ot 
.wheat means 
In bread 
terms—ap- 
proximately twelve billion pounds of 
flour, according to present American 
tnillingr methods and nearly fifteen bil- 
lion pounds If we adopt England's war 
time milling method and turn 80 per 
cent of wheat Into flour, instead of 67 
per ccnt.

Seeding got a late start because ot 
rains and snow toward the middle of 
April, but for the last three weeks the 
weather couldn't have been improved 
upon, and on May 15 the wheat seed 
was practically all in the ground.

and night in their fields since May 1. 
Labor was short, but thanks to the 
women and children that was over- 
come.

That the national body will look upon 
these innovations as revolutionary and 
will not permit their adoption in the na- j 
tional championship goes without saying, j 
Members of both associations are freely [ 
predicting that the Independence of the ^ 
western association will lead to open war 
between the two organizations which may 
eliminate western golfers from national 
match play. 


In that case actual national champion-

It's about time someone said something 
about Leon Ames, one of the real veterans 
of baseball, the oldest pitcher in point of 
service, Eddie Plank excepted, in both 
leagues. 


Red Ames, a flaming haired youth. Joined 
the Giants in 1903, fourteen years ago. 


It seems a long time ago when McGin- 
nity was in his prime and Mathewson was 
one of the youngsters of the league, when 
Ed Delehanty was with Washington, and 
the National and American leagues played 
the first world series. 


It was not until two years later that 
Ames became a really great pitcher when 
he helped Mathewson and McGinnlty to 
win the National flag for McGraw and 
trim Connie Mack in'the world series, 


But after that, year after year, Ames 
won games for the Giants until 1913, when 
he was traded to Cincinnati. 


Last year he went to St. Louis, where 
he pitched excellent ball for a hopeless 
second division team. 


This year, at 36, Antes is proving that 
his old arm has not lost Its strength nor 
his brain Its cunning. 


Ames has never been considered a won- 
derful pitcher, but the records show some- 
thing which few pitchers at his age can 
boast of. 
, - 


In the five years that the major leagues 
have kept records of pitching, effectiyeness, 
showing earned runs allowed per gam^ 
Ames has allowed but 2.75 earned runs per 
game, a remarkable achievement when it 
is considered that these records were made 
after Ames had passed 29, an age -which 
few pitchers reach in the majors. 


For three of the years, 1914, 1915 and 
1916, Ames was with Cincinnati and St. 
tiouis, both losinr* club«, and, his poorest 
year was in 1915, wheii his record was 3.33 


Memphis, Tenn., May 25.—^Les Darcy, 
Australian middleweight champion, died 
in a hospital here yesterday afternoon of 
pneumonia. 
Death came to the 
fighter 
after four weeks of illness. 
During this 
period he had been very low. but for the 
last few days had been reported as in 
much better 
condition. 
Fred 
Gilmore, 
Darcy's manager, cabled Darcy's mother 
last night for instructions as to the dis- 
position of the body. 


Les Darcy left his country' unbeknown 
to the authorities there and came to Amer- 
ica last December with the intention of 
boxing our leading mlddleweights, settling 
the dispute of the world's middleweight 
championship and incidentally increasing 
his fortune. Because of his method of qut- 
ting his native hearth Darcy was branded 
as a 
"slackor" 
before reaching 
these 
shores on an oil tank steamer and when 
he landed in New York, though given wide 
publicity, was also the victim of severe 
criticism for that reason. 


Darcy did not have a fight in America 
in all these months. He could have boxed 
in New York but hesitated too long while 
trying to pick out a manager from the 
horde that swarmed about liim and a pro- 
moter in whom he could place reliance. In 
the meantime Governor Whitman, of New 
York, had his attention called to the box- 
ing game because of a squabble indulged 
in by Chairman Fred Wenck, of the boxing 
commission, and Harry Pollock, the man- 
ager of Freddie Welsh. 


B a r r e d from N e w York. 
When Darcy finallj- concluded he was 
ready to box either Al McCoy or Jack Dil- 
lon before any club the commission said 
was entitled to either match. Governor 
Whitman barred him from New York 
state as a "slacker." This act came at a 
time when it was fairly evident that the 
United States might get into the European 
war. 
The boxing bill in New York has 
since been repealed and it will die a legal^ 
death on Nov. 15 next. 


Darcy on getting to America and finding 
that there was some sentiment against 
him because he left his own country with- 
ou tpermission when it was up to hhn to 
enlist and go to Europe to fight Germany, 
announced that he would make five fights, 
if permitted, so he could send enough 
money home to keep his mother and fam- 
ily for life, then would enlist in Canada 
and go to the front.

After giving up the effort to get a fight 
in New York he tried Ohio and Louisiana 
and was barred in both states. 
Other 


• states said they would not have him. He 
got into a mixup with two rival promoters 
in Wisconsin and never had a cluincQ to 
start there. 


Finally, in desperation, he went to Mem- 
phis to box Len Rowlands. 
He would 
have been barred there had he not enlisted 
' In the United States aviation corps. Then 
it was decided to let him fiht Rowland. 
When his chance came he was taken down 
with illness, and that fight had to be called 
off. It was his last chance. 


Was a Great Fighter. 
Darcy was a great fighter. There is no 
question about that. 
He whipped every- 
thing they had In Australia and the best 
mlddleweights America sent over, includ- 
ing Eddie 
McGoprty, 
Jimmy 
Clabby, 
George Knockout Brown, George Chip and 
several other good ones. 


Since his coming here they took away 
his titles from him in Australia, 
the 
middleweight and heavyweight champion- 
ships. This was because of Ills "slacker" 
leave-taking. The pratirots at home never 
forgave him and when they learned he 
was barred in the United States that put 
him in all the worse. 
Tommy Uren, also 
conquerer of McGoorty and Clabby, now 
is hailed as middleweight king of Australia 
and they are saying over there he is bet- 
ter than Darcy. 


Darcy died a boy of 22 who made a mis- 
take because misled by the commercial 
talk of boxing managers. It is too bad he 
did not have a chance to live down that 
misttake.

It qualifies them for 
such testimony. 
The disciples also 
had the added qualification of expe- 
rience for "ye have been with me 
from the beginning." 
The disciples 
were eye w^itnesses of what he did 
and what he was, and heard and knew 
all that he claimed for himself and 
what his life proved Itself to be. 


II. The Believer and Persecution 
(16:1-6). This section has not been se- 
lected by the committee, but .as a part 
of the lesson we cannot overlook it. 
In it the Master enumerates specifi- 
cally things that were to come to the 
disciples and that they might "remem- 
ber." 
He also mentions the fact that 
these things are to come after he has 
gone away. As a relief from sorrow 
(v. 6), the Master goes on to show the 
relation of the Spirit to the world. 


ni. The Holy Spirit In the World 
(vv. 7-11). 
It was profitable for the 
disciples that Jesus should go, that an- 
other Divine friend was to take his 
place. 
This is the best section In all 
the Bible to teach the personality of 
the Holy Spirit. 
The personal pro- 
nouns In this section are very signifi- 
cant, there being seven In the thir- 
teenth verse aloile. The word "Com- 
forter" here used means that and much 
more. 
It Is the same word translated 
"advocate." 
In I John 2:1, it means 
one who Is called ypon to stand be- 
side another as a helper, counselor, 
guide and friend. Jesus had been this 
to his disciples thus far, but he was 
going away, and another Friend was 
coming, who should not only be with 
them, but should dwell In them (Ch. 
14:16, 17). The Comforter has come, 
and without him we can do nothing. He 
Is the one who convicts the world 
"of sin, of righteousness and of .luclg- 
raent." 
Of sin, not bccause they have 
broken the moral code, but because 
they do not accept Jesus Christ as the 
Messiah 
(Hebrews 10:28. 
See ch. 
B:18-20). 
In the second place, he is 
to convict the world of righteousness. 
The Holy Spirit has no other channel 
through which he can get at the world 
except through those who are already 
saved. He shows the world its error 
about righteousness; also that Jesus is 
the only righteous one, and righteous- 
ness Is only possible to us In him 
(Phil. 3:9 R. v.). 
Because he has 
llvejl the right life, having fulfilled all 
righteousness, and gone on high, he 
therefore convicts men, but the Spirit 
does his work through the agency of 
the word.' 
Man needs to know first 
of all that he is a sinner; second, that 
Jesus "the righteousness of God," has 
provided for us, and it Is the Holy 
Spirit who alone can show these two 
things to men. In the third place, he 
convicts the world of judgment be- 
cause "the prince of this world Is 
judged." 
This judgment is past (see 
John 12:31), for .Tesus has conquered 
Satan. 
Certainly this Is a truth that 
needs to be emphasized in this day. 
The judgment of f i n and punishment 
for sin, due to unbelief or rejection of 
Jesus Christ, Is seldom preached In 
our day. 


IV.—The 
Spirit 
and Truth ( w . 


12-15). 
There was much more that 
the Master might say to the disci- 
ples, but they were not ready to bear 
It (v. 12). 
He, however, looks for- 
ward to the day when the Spirit shall 
come, and they will be ready to re- 
ceive these things. 
The Spirit will 
guide them Into truth, all truth, for he 
shall not speak of himself (he will not 
bear witness unto or speak "from" 
himself) but the things that he will 
speak of will be concerning Jesus. The 
real evidence of the presence of the 
Holy Spirit In a believer or In a con- 
gregation Is the degree of exaltation 
given to Jesus Christ. 


There Is a progressive Intimacy In 
John. 
Jesus first calls those who are 
at his side, servants (Ch. 13:13). He 
next calls them friends (Ch. 15:15), 
and lastly he calls them 
brethren 
(Ch. 20:17). 
This Is the law of 
Christian experience. 


Sunday school teachers should cer- 
tainly take advantage of this lesson 
to bring out the work of the Spirit 
(vv. 8, 9, 10); the gifts of the Spirit 
(I Cor. 12); and the fruits of the 
Spirit (Gal. 5:22, 23). Let us be sure 
that our scholars know what it means 
to I)ave a de^nlte, Intimate, personal 
relation with'the all powerf"' one.

AMERICA HELPS TO KNOCK OUT U-BOATS 


GERMANY 


THE WAR WITH HER 


So Lloyd George Tells Commons, as He 


Declares Last Three Weeks Have 


Hit U-Boats Hardest. 


CHS UNITED STATES Will HOP 


London, May 25.—(1:35 p. m.)—Premier Lloyd-George, on an- 


nouncing in the house of commons today that more effective blows had 
been dealt against submarines in the last three weeks than during any 
corresponding- period of the war paid a tribute to the assistance ren- 
dered by the American navy, saying: 


"We owes a very considerable debt of gratitude to the great 


American people for the effective assistance they have rendered and 
the craft they have placed at our disposal. Now that the American 
nation is in the war it is easier to make arrangements for the pro- 
tection of our merchant marine than it ivas before." 


The premier's statement on sub- 


marine warfare was altogether the 
most satisfactory heard in Eng- 
land in many months. " It is much 
more difficult," he said, "for me 
to give a public answer on this 
than on any other topic. It is very 
difficult for me to give informa- 
tion without to a certain extent 
revealing things which wo had 
better keep-to ourselves. All I can 
say is that we arc making substan- 
tial progress. 


"During the last three weeks or 


month wo have dealt more effectively 
with submarines than during any cor- 
responding period of the war. This in 
true of this week, ns well as of th« 
preceding weeks. There In no iloubi 
the effect will be made manifest in M 
considerable reduction of our shipping 
losses. 


"It is true wo'are not through with 


the month of May, but if the ratio of 
losses during the last twenty-live days 
is not exceeded then' the reduction up- 
on April will be very considerable. In- 
deed, there docs not seem to be any 
reason 
to anticipate any worse fig- 


ures In th ecomlng week. 
Tho ar- 


rangements made for dealing wth sub- 
marines have been increasingly effi- 
cient." 


The premier then made his refer- 


ence to American assistance, which 
was loudly cheered. 


Mr. Lloyd-George asserted there was 


no danger to the -country from-star- 
vation, but that the utmost economy 
of foodstuffs was still essential. 


"The submarine menace need cause 


no fear that the war is going to be 
lost for that reason," he declared. 


"I M* that today the Germans are 


depending mainly on submarine war- 
fare for success," said Mr. Lloyd- 
George. 


"All I can say is that if that is their 


main hope of success it is doomed to 
disappointment. I say it with a full 
sense of responsibility and on behalf 
of the government after a full.consid- 
eration of the whole facts.

Washington, May 25.—Conferees on 


the espionage bill have drawn a so- 
called modified newspaper censorship 
section which will be brought before 
congress with the Influence of the ad- 
ministration for Inclusion in the pond- 
ing bill. It must be accepted by both 
houses to become part of the bill. 


The wording of the new section con- 


fines prohibited publication exclusively 
to military information and retains 
the provision that a jury shall decide 
whether published information is use- 
ful to the enemy. It is considered a 
much more liberal section than others 
previously proposed by the adminis- 
tration. 


The conferees also agreed on the 


senate amendment to empower the 
president to declare export embargoes. 
It is designed to prevent shipments of 
supplies 
to Germany through neu- 


trals.

in Boston Alleges a 


Huge Monopoly. 


Boston, Mass., May 25.—Eighty- 


eight corporations and 
individuals 


were Indicted by the federal grand jury 
here yesterday for conspiring to mo- 
nopolize interstate commerce in onioas.

from northeastern Indiana, as follows:

The indictments, which were return- 


ed as a result of a nation-wide inquiry 
into the cost of food conducted last 
winter by United States Attorney 
George TV. Anderson of this city, allege 
that the defendants divided the terri- 
tory of the country between them for 
the purpose of eliminating competi- 
tion; that maximum prices were fixed 
for the purchase of onions, and that 
the supply was hoarded in order to 
increase prices. 


Mr. Anderson estimated that the an- 


nual crop of onions amounted to 200,- 
000,000 
pounds. 
three-fourths 
of 


which, he said, was alleged to have 
been controlled' by the defendants. 
In a statement outlining the case Mr. 
Anderson said: 


Illegal Control for Three Years. 
"The gist of the charge is that the 


defendants have maintained a national 
onion association, composed of large 
onion dealers who buy up a bulk of tho 
onions of the northern ttates during 
the summer and early fall, storing 
them In warehouses owned or con- 
trolled by the various members and 
putting them upon the market from 
September to April. The government 
charges that this association has had 
a dominating and illegal control of the 
onion trade for the last three years. 


"The government expects to show 


that as early as September, 1916. at 
least 75 per cent of the year's crop, 
then harvested, was in control of the 
members of this association. 
The 


headquarters of the association are at 
Kenton, O.. where the regular annual 
meeting was held in July. The August 
meeting was held at Springfield. Mass. 
Subsequent monthly mooting;; were 
held in other parts of the country.

At the outset it is of tremendous moral import 
that all the people of the nation rally to the 
colors. In war all must serve.

The nation is in a great war and the govern- 


ment must require the services of all who 
dwell under the protection of the flag. Of 
those best able to bear arms the government 
will require that service. Of those Lest able 
to aid with money the government will re- 
quire that service. In these two kinds of 
sen-ice there is the difference that one is be- 
set with perils to life and the other merely 
trammeled with possible inconveniences of liv- 
ing. While there are those who must encoun- 
ter perils there should be no complaint among 
those who are required only to suffer certain 
hardships at home. The young men who are 
gent to the front seldom quarrel with their 
lot. Most of them go gladly to the battle, 
proud to serve and ready for the test of fire. 
.Not less ready and not less proud to serve 
Should they be whose service is of money. 
Jf the government seized it instead of borrow- 
ing it that would be a sacrifice, too, but not 
the supreme sacrifice. 


So, while the government is preparing to j 


lay to half a million young men, "Come!" it' 
Is saying to millions of other Americans, 
"Your money." It is the case nbw and it is 
likely to be the case throujrhout the war that 
the service of money the government requires 
will be no service of sacrifice. Most certainly 
that is the present ease. The liberty loan 
bonds that the government, is selling to the 
people can be taken without sacrifice and 
•without hardship. 
No one who buys these 


bonds will lose by it. They pay a good inter- 
est and they arc ns secure as a mortgage on 
land. Persons of ample means will invest, in 
these bonds because they nro the best sort of 
an investment, providing a place for their 
money to work that can give rise to no 
anxieties and of a character so permanent as 
to abate the question of future investment for 
a long term. There arc millions, however, 
whose means arc not such as to make liberty 
bond investments a mere matter of choosing. 
They will have to do some contriving for a 
few months in order to make payment on the 
bonds. But even those whose menus are no 
more than daily earnings will find that the 
purchase of bonds am be contrived by a lit- 
tle persevering management to that end. And 
•when that has been contrived all of them will 
by that much be the better off, for what they 
have invested will be an interest-earning sav- 
ing of their money. What has gone into their 
bonds will produce them something so long 
as the investment remains. That will be for 
at least fifteen years and it may be for thirty 
years. If there should come any time of stress 
in which the money in the bonds should be 
required the bonds can be turned into cash as 
readily as an honest check. If only temporary 
use is desired of the money in the bonds, no 
better collateral for a loan exists than a gov- 
ernment bond. 


This service of money is an easy service for 


the wealthy and it is a ready and desirable 
service for all. There is not a regularly em- 
ployed man or woman in the country who can- 
not find the way to invest in at leas't one fifty- 
dollar bond. Two dollars will start the in- 
vestment in such a bond. Subsequent install- 
ments are such as any one of average regular 
income can meet. When the final payment has 
been made and ownership of the bond com- 
pleted, the investor will be that much ahead 
—a saving that in a multitude of instances 
would not have been accomplished at all. 


Everybody can help the government in thif 


service of money. The multi-millionaires, the 
great financial institutions and the giant cor- 
porations can and will invest altogether bil- 
lions in these bonds; but the mass of the peo- 
ple also should invest in them. It, is a bit that 
all can do and should do. It is little enough, 
if it is compared with what the strong young 
men of the nation arc asked to do and are do- 
ing. It is a poor answer to the dictates of 
common sense to say that "bonds are for the 
rich, let the rich buy them." The bonds arc 
for everybody who can buy them, and they 
are few, indeed, who cannot. The rich will 
be required for plenty of cash service before 


The weather has been anything but an en- 


couragement to the war gardeners, but there 
will be a better sort before long. The improve- 
ment of the last twenty-four hours doubtless 
is the harbinger of it. The things now in the 
ground will soon begin to sprout and the 
tilings not yet in the ground can soon be got 
in. 


America is going to produce a food crop 


this year that will assure an abundance at 
home and make all the old world's mouth 
water if we just keep goiug as well as we have 
begun. Wheat may be somewhat short, 
though not short enough to justify any four 
dollars a bushel atrocities, but the corn crop 
is going to be a simple immensity if a decent 
break of luck is vouchsafed. As for other 
food crops, it is believed they will be double 
anything we ever have known if everybody 
does his proper bit on the soil. 


It is not yet too late to take to gardening 


if you have not already beguu. There is ample 
time for the later crops and fall potatoes will 
be fine if got in the ground by the middle of 
June. The crops for storage next winter are 
going to count most—the potatoes, beets, cab- 
bages and such like vegetables that can be 
kept throughout the winter. Of course, every- 
thing that is raised this summer which will 
take the edge off demand for staples for 
which most of us commonly go to the markets 
will help vastly in the saving of things over 
to the cold weather, but it is to the great aud 
various harvest of storage foods that we n:ust 
look for the help that is to do most for our- 
selves and our allies in the war. 


The government is preparing by means of 


new legislation and other expedients not only 
greatly to increase the production of food, but 
to promote the conservation of food, and 
above all, to give the people security against 
the criminal rapacities of the speculators and 
price-fixers. All if going well to the end that 
America shall continue to be well fed and if 
the people of the country will join to their 
efforts to increase production equally essential 
efforts to prevent waste of what is produced 
we shall not ourselves suffer want or permit 
those who arc fighting on our side to suffer 
want. And, if it should come about that an 
acceptable peace can be made we also shall 
have it in our power to greatly relieve the food 
stresses of those hapless peoples in the coun- 
tries against which we have been compelled 
to make war. 


In any event—prolongation of the war or 


an early peace—America will have need of 
every pound of foodstuffs she can produce, no 
matter what, the volume. There cannot be too 
much. The greater the extent to which we 
.abor for increase the better shall we and all 
the world be off.

ly of better judgment will be to give up this 
thing now, frankly admit it cannot be done 
without cheating the people and counsel the 
public to prepare to vote more funds to do the 
job as it ought to be done. 


There will be both honesty and credit in 


that." The people will appreciate it and ap- 
prove it. They will repudiate and condemn 
any other course.

DESTROY U-BOATS FROM THE AIR. 


BY ADMIRAL ROBERT E. PEARY. 


Chairman United Stales Aerial Coast Patrol Commission.

Seaplanes, small dirigibles on the 


order of the English "Blimp" typo, and 
kite balloons, constitute an air power 
which can combat the submarine 
menace better than any other war 
agency worked out up to the present 
timo. 


Aircraft are more effective In de- 


tecting and destroying submarines 
than are submarine chasers or armed 
liners. 


Under favorable conditions of wind 


and weather the submarine is as help- 
less with an 
aircraft, 
armed with 


bombs, 
hovering above it, as liners 


are with the submarine lying, with its 
deadly torpedoes, concealed beneath 
the surface. 


Not only have the British, French, 


German and Turkish forces destroyed 
submarines, 
trawlers, 
patrol 
boats 


and transports by aircraft, but our 
own air forces have engaged in suc- 
cussful 
experiments in submarine 


hunting. 
In September, 1916, our first aerial 


coast patrol unit, acting as an auxil- 
iary to the mosquito squadron in tho 
annual maneuvers of the Atlantic fleet, 
detected objects smaller than the latest 
type German submarines from 15 to 
20 feet below the surface. This unit 
has since been taken over bodily by 
the navy. 
When Lawrence Sperry went out to 


sea one day last summer In his hydro- 
plane and failed to return, two sea- 
planes and three naval destroyers 
were sent in search of him. In 40 min- 
utes the seaplanes returned with the 
news that they had located Sperry 
floating safely on the water. 
At the 


end of the clay, the destroyers came 
back without having seen Sperry at all. 


A large number of the big flying 


boats now in use In the British navy 
for harbor and coast defense work are 
Curtlss machines, designed and built 
in this country by Americans with 
American material and American en- 
gines. 
Great Britain wants all the machines 


of this type she can get and sees no 
reason why we cannot do the same 
thing in protecting our own Atlantic 
seaboard. 


Another measure we ought to take 


against the U-boats is addition to each 


merchantman of ono or two 


armed seaplanes. 
A large merchant- 


man could carry two seaplanes. 
A 


smaller merchantman, of from 2.000 
to 4,000 tons, could carry one. These 
seaplanes could be launched at inter- 
vals and in the danger zone could 
cut circles round the merchantman 
scouting for enemy submarines.

ships mostly, is a cradle fixed In the 
water at the side of the ship.

Rich Father-in-Law is 


Killed. 


MEETS HIS FATE 


. WITH CALMNESS 


Crime Was Sensational and 


Was Prompted Solely 


by Cupidity. 


Osslng, N. Y., May 25.—Dr. Arthur 


TVarren Waite was executed at Sing 
Sing prison at 11:10 o'clock last nlpht 
for the murder of his f*ither-in-law, 
John E. Peck, of Grand Rapids. Mich. 


The young ilentist walked calmly 


and with a firm step from his cell to 
the death chamber, accompanied by 
the Rev. A. N. Peterson, protcstant 
chaplain of the prison. He faltered, 
however, as he neared the electric 
chair, recovered quickly and nodded 
to the group of physicians, prison offi- 
cials and others who had assembled 
as witnesses. 


DR. WAITE'S CRIME. 


New York, May 
25.—Dr. Arthur 


Warren "Waite. 
dentist and 
tennis 


player of repute> was convicted on 
June 1. 1916. oC poisoning his wealthy 
father-in-law, John E. Peck, of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., a't the swiftest trial of ! 
a sensational murder case in this cmtn- j 
ty in years. 
The crime IK best ex- j 


plained in the words of the district xt- • 
torney, Edward Swarm, who told the 
jury: 
"The cause of this deed was 


solely the desire for money. 
There 


were no angry passions involved, no 
sex relation, no envy, hatred or malice: 
nothing but the purpose of obtaining 
easy money." 


The murder was e.xpose'J through a 


mysterious 
teleKram 
signed 
"K. 


Adams" sent to Percy Peck at Grand 
Rapid?, brother of Dr. Waite's wife. 
supeestinR an autopsy 
and rending 


"suspicions aroused—demand autop- 
sy." The authorities took up the case 
and an autopsy showed Mr. Peck had 
died from arsenic poisoning. 


Dr. Walto confessed to the district 


attorney that he had bought arsenic 
three days before the denth of his 
father-in-law on March 12. but said 
he had done so on request of the el- 
derly man who told him he wished to 
con'mil suicide, us he wns despondent 
o\*cr the death of his wife, who died 
on January 30, twenty days after she 
had arrived at Dr. Waite's home her*. 
To bear out this statement Dr. Walte 
tried to bribe a former neprro servant 
to testify that she know of Mr. Peck's 
desire to commit suicide. 


As the evidence nsnlnst him beican 


to accumulate Dr. Walto made an un- 
surcesuful attempt to kill himself hy 
tnklne an overdone of drucs. For sev- 
eral days he lay in a stupor hovering 
between life and death. 


It was brought out at the trim thnt 


ft few hours nfter Dr. Walte married 
Mi** Cl-ira Peck h« complained to her 
about the money settlement made on 
him. 
He had been promised $50,000, 


hut hl:< wife's father instead of civlnc 
him it lump num. provided pnymcntx 
of $»uO monthly. Arriving !n this city 
the couple found awaiting them an ex- 
pensively furnished apartment, n (rift 
of the 
murdered num. 
A trlft 
or 


$3.000 was received from a maiden 
mint of Mrs. %Valte, a Miss Peck HvlnR 
at a hotel here. Dr. Watte timed Miss 
Peck to give him more money and 
subsequently the dentist Rot $30.000 
from her which he said he would in- 
vest. 


On September 26, 1!)H. Dr. Waito 


invited his father-in-law to come from 
Grand Kaplrt« to live with him here, 
and a few days after, the dentist be- 
gan a study of deadly perm discuses. 
Ho visited a specialist on bacteriology 
and bought many books on the sub- 
ject. 
About this time Dr. Waite met 


Margaret Morton, afterward known 
as his "studio companion." and on 
January 10 when Mrs. Waite's parents 
arrived in this city. Dr. Waite and 
Mrs. 
Horton registered at a fashion- 


able hotel 
as "\V. A. Walters and 


R-lfe." 


Dr. Waite obtained the arsenic on 


pretense that he wanted it to "kill 
:ats" and, on the niKht his father-in- 
law died, he sent a telegram in his 
tv-ife's name to her In-other in Grand 
Rapids preparing him for his father's 
death. 
He made the announcement 


Dt Mr. Peck's death, undertook ar- 
rangements for embalming the body 
and urged its cremation, appearing 
particularly anxious to have the body 
Cremated. 
Dr. Waite did not attend 


the funeral after the body had been 
shipped to Grand Rapids for burial, 
excusing his presence on pretense of 
having to perform nn operation in 
New York, although he was never a 
sursreon. 


The state charged thnt Dr. Waltft 


offered $0.000 to the undertaker who 
had embalmed the body if he would 
prepare a mixture containing; arsenic 
and declare it had been used in em- 
balming the body. 


Dr. Waite received the sentence of 


death with utter unconcern. 
Before 


he was condemned to death he said in 
court: 


"I only wish I bad more than one 


body to give and I hope thnt my soul 
may go on and serve hereafter those 
whom I have injured."

EXPLOSIONS KILL 


MANY ON VESSEL 


After First Blast Effort to 


Reach Shore and Beach 


is Made. 


London, May 25.—Survivors of the 


torpedoed 
transport 
Transylvania, 


who are now in England, say that the 
vessel was struck by the first torpedo 
at 10 o'clock in the morning. 
The 


ship was greatly damaged, but the en- 
sines were uninjured and the captain 
tried to reach shore, several miles dis- 
tant, in the hope of beaching the ves- 
sel. A quarter of an hour later a. sec- 
ond torpedo hit the engine room and 
the ship was brought to a standstill 
and began to settle. 


Explosions Kill Many. 


The first torpedo is believed to have 


killed a large number of men, while 
the second caused the death of most 
of them 
in the 
engine 
room and 


stokehold, wrecked the machinery, 
put out the electric lights and 
tore 


away a large part ofthe side of the 
vessel. It also struck a. loaded boat, 
blowing it to pieces. 


All the boats were rapidly lowered. 


the nurse:; aboard embarking lirst. 
The soldiers, who were lined up on 
the deck, shouted jocular farewells 
and sang "Tipperary" and other songs. 
Destroyers raced to the rescue and 
worked energetically until crowded to 
capacity 
with 
survivors, many 
of 


whom were injured. 


Accounts of the rescue work dilTcr. 


Some say all who survived the explo- 
sion were saved and another account 
claims that owing to the lumpy sea 
and the 
dangerous position of the 


steamer a party of about 150 could 
not be rescued. 


Work of Torpedo Terrific. 


All accounts Indicate that the great 


bulk of the casualties was duo to the 
explosion of the torpedoes and that 
none of the nurses were lost. 
The 


ship sank fifty minutes after a second 
torpedo struck her and ths survivors 
were landed su a port, where they were 
given 
H 
great 
reception. Captain 


Breucll, who Jumped into the sea 
when the decks 
of the 
ship were 


awash, wits picked up in »n exhausted 
condition and died In .1 hospital in an 
hour. One of the nurses says thnt tho 
life boat in which she embarked was 
much overcrowded and. notwithstand- 
ing constant balling, was noon full of 
water, owing to tho rough sea. 
She 


wan washed 
overboard, 
but swum 


buck. Tho occupants of the boat were 
rescued by n destroyer aftur two hours 
nt soft. Some of the men swam ashore.

(Another of the series of articles by 


the committee on publicity and infor- 
mation of the National Food Relief 
union, ;Fort Wayne branch. This one 
by Maude Gaskins.) 


Kotil-rahi belongs to the same class 


as cabbage'and cauliflower, but is quite 
different, in appearance. It is, pp.rlmps, 
half way between (he cnbhnge mid tur- 
nip. In that its erlihln part, consists of 
the swollen stem of tho plant. For an 
early crop, plant and cultivate the same 


as for early cabbage. For a late crop 
the seed may be sown in drills where 
the crop is to be grown and thinned to 
about eight inches apart in rows IS 
inches apart for hand cultivation. 


Sufficient tillage should be given to 


retain moisture. The edible portion 
is formed 
immediately above the 


ground. It should be gathered for use 
before it has .attained full size, oth- 
erwise it will.'he tough.

Because of his method of qut- 
ting his native hearth Darcy was branded j 
as a "slacker" before reaching these 
shores on an oil tank steamer and when 
he landed in New York, though given wide 
publicity, was also the victim of severe 
criticism fnr that reason. 


Darcy did not have a fight in America 


In all these months. He could have boxed 
in New York but hesitated too long while 
trying to pick out a manager from the 
horde that swarmed about him and a pro- 
moter in whom he could place reliance. In 
the meantime Governor Whitman, of Now 
York, had his attention called to the box- 
ir.c game because of a squabble indulged 
in by Chairman Fred Wenck. of the boxing 
commission, and Harry Pollock, the man- 
ager of Freddie Welsh. 


Barred from New York. „ 


"When Darcy finally concluded he was 


ready to box cither Al McCoy or Jack Dil- 
lon before any club tho commission said 
was entitled to either match. Governor 
Whitman barred him from New York 
state as a "slacker." This act came at a 
time when it was fairly evident that the 
United States might got Into tho European 
•war. Tho boxing bill In New York has 
since been repealed and it will die a legal 
death on Nov. IB next. 


Darcy on getting to America and finding 


that there was some sentiment against 
him because he left his own country wlth- 
ou tpcrmlssion when It was up to him to 
enlist and no to Europe to fight Germany 
announced that he would make five fights 
if permitted, no ho could Bend enough 
money homo to keep his mother and fam 
lly for life, then would cnlint In Canada, 
and BO to tho front. His sincerity In this 
was questioned because ho ran awny from 
Australia when Australia was nt war.

IV.— The Spirit and Truth

There Is a progressive Intimacy In 


Tohn. Jesus first calls those who are 
at his side, servants (Ch. 13:13). He 
next calls them friends (Ch. 15:15), 
and lastly he calls them brethren 
(Ch. 20:17). This Is the law of 
Christian experience. 


Sunday school teachers should cer- 


tainly take advantage of this lesson 
to bring out the work of the Spirit 
(yv. 8, 9, 10) ; the gifts of the Spirit 
(I Cor. 12) ; and the fruits of the 
Spirit .(Gal. 5:22, 23). Let us be sure 
thnt our scholars know what It means 
to have a definite, intimate, personal 
relation with the all powerf"1 one.
